(UP)—The House Information 
subcommittee charged the Ad-

The subcommittee said in a 
report on hearings on scientific 
information that “excessive 
secrecy regulations—issued in 
the name of national security 
—have stifled the nation’s sci- 
entific progress.” 

It said its hearings made 
“apparent that restrictions on 
scientific information in the 
United States are closely re- 
lated to the nation’s loss of the 
first lap in the race 
space.” 

Four Proposals. 

The subcommittee proposed 
four initial recommendations 
for helping to free “American 
scieice from the straitjacket of 
excessive secrecy”: 

Adopt a uniform security 
clearance system covering 
scientists 
Government agencies and de- 
fense contractors. The sub- 
committees said _ scientists 

now must be cleared over 
and over by different agen- 
cies. 

End all attempts to “hide 
discoveries of the basic laws 
of nature made in the past, 

present or future.” 

Abolish the “vague ‘need- 
to know’ criterion” for de- 

ciding whether to give a ful- 
ly cleared scientist secret 
scientific information. The 
subcommittee said .“it is dif- 
ficult to understand” how a 
scientist can demonstrate his 
“need to know” something 
until he knows it exists. 

Set up a “workable declas- 
sification system” for strip- 
ping secrecy labels from 
scientific information when 
they no longer are needed. 
The subcommittee said the

gress. The bill to modernize and streamline the Defense 
Department was sent by the President to Congress Wednesday. 

This change would grant the Secretary of Defense authority 
to “take appropriate steps to provide in the Department of 
Defense for more effective, efficient and economical administra- 
tion and operations, and to eliminate duplication.” 


These steps would include 
the transfer, reassignment, 
abolition or consolidation of 
functions. 

The National Security Act, 
as it now stands, forbids the 
transfer or change in combat- 
ant functions. It reads: “‘Not- 
withstanding any other provi- 
sion of this act, the combatant 
functions assigned to the mili- 
tary services . . . shall not be 
transferred, reassigned, abol- 


ished, or consolidated.” 
Functions are defined in the 


National Security Act as fol-| 


lows: “As used in this act, the 
term ‘function’ includes func- 
tions, powers, and duties.” 


Administrative Functions. 


Authority has been granted 
to the Secretary of Defense to 
reassign and transfer numer- 
ous administrative functions to

Respect Comes First 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In the discussions of juvenile 
delinquency few people seem to 
realize that the basic cause lies 
in the child’s wrong attitude to- 
ward authority. 

Is it not significant that there 
is more hatred expressed against 
schools today when the child is 
treated with more consideration 
and kindness than ever before in 
the history of man? May not 
these young persons be expressing 
a revolt against their elders for 
having from an excess of good 
will robbed them of their vital 
need to respect law and order? 

Parents and educators have for 


years trembled for fear their chil- 
dren would not love them. They 
forget that love must be based on 
respect. A child who does not 
learn to discipline himself is lost 
in the struggle of life. Eventually 
the nation will be lost, for a free 
country depends upon citizens 
who can control themselves. 


Race, social or financial status, 
even bodily defects cannot in the 
end excuse the delinquent. The 
great religions have told us for 
centuries that the real adventure 
of life is the conquering of self. 

Psychologically, many savages 
know a truth which we have for- 
gotten.

Clarity on Defense Aims 


While President Eisenhower's speech to the 
American Society of Newspaper Editors on 
his military reorganization program was large- 


ly a restatement of his defense aims and prin- 


ciples, it also was a straightforward answer 
to the charges of powerful opponents deter- 
mined to maintain the status quo. 


Broadcast nationally by radio and television, 
the address carried his case directly to.the 
people. It made perfectly clear that if the 
United States is to deal decisively with the 
swift exigencies of nuclear and electronic 
warfare there must be a sharp break with 
the traditions and rituals of military proce- 
dures as they now exist in the Pentagon. The 
President emphasized that the present ar- 
rangement endangers not only the people’s 
security but also their solvency. 


Along this line, he did not over-emphasize 
what should be kept in mind at all times: The 
whole purpose of our huge and enormously 
costly Defense Department is a dual one. 
First, it is intended to prevent any chance of 
war by standing out as a force which it would 
be folly to challenge. Second, it is intended— 
if all else fails—to win if there is war. 

For these two purposes, as he said: “Suc- 
cess requires one single basic scheme, under 
single direction. That scheme is our strategic 
plan. The single direction is provided by our 
highest military chiefs, acting in unity under 


civilian control.” 
* - os 


That is why Mr. Eisenhower urges that the 
Secretary of Defense, acting under him, 
have direct charge over operational groups in 
the field. That is why the lines of military 
command should be as direct and clear as 
possible from “unified authority to the man 
with the gun.” That is why changes should 
be made to enable a better “job of integrating 
new weapons into our fighting forces.” It 
may be that the President already has powers 
under the National Security Act or simply 
as commander-in-chief to accomplish some of 
these things in part. 

But Mr. Eisenhower says that “our military 
weapons and techniques and certain provi- 
sions of law just do not mesh.” There has 
Been much controversy on such points. The 
reorganization must include whatever is neces- 
sary to make crystal clear just what the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of Defense can do 
without challenge. 


Then there will be less opportunity for the 
obstructionists, chief of whom is Chairman 
Carl Vinson of the House Armed Services 
Committee, to carry on the fight after a 
military reorganization. Mr. Vinson, prac- 
tically a dictator of military policy in the 
House, renewed his campaign with an hour- 
long speech on the floor Wednesday. In an 
effort to draw support from a powerful 
lobby, the National Guard Association, he 
made the far-fetched assertion: “It will be 
only a relatively short time before the 
authority of the Governors of the states over 
the National Guard will cease and the Guard 
will be at the mercy of the supreme staff in 
the Pentagon and it will mean the inevitable 
federalization of the Guard.”

But Mr. Eisenhower, just as his Secretary 
of Defense has done several times before, 
gave firm reassurance on the “supreme staff” 
allegation. Referring to the misconceptions 
aroused by his critics, he declared: “I repeat 
—there will be: No Prussian staff; no czar, no 
40 billion dollar blank check; no swallowing 
up of the traditional services.” Could the 
President be any more explicit? 


All that Mr. Eisenhower said contributed to 
his thesis that separate warfare by land, sea 
and air is now gone forever and that if war 
does come it will require one single concen- 
trated effort by a Defense Department that 
has been properly established in peacetime. 
The urgency of this thesis may be judged 
when it is remembered that in every war thus 
far the first act has been practically to scrap 
the peacetime setup in Washington and im- 
provise an emergency structure. 

It is abundantly. clear that Mr. Eisen- 
hower is going to have to fight hard to 
gain acceptance for his program. It also 
is clear that he has accepted the challenge 
that his critics have thrown to him. If he 
exercises all his influence, and continues to 
keep the people fully informed, the ‘chances 
are good his program will be accepted with- 
out severe changes. Then our national 
defense and security will have been tremen- 
dously strengthened. 


New Tack for Bi-State 


A constructive approach to meeting the 
needs of the Bi-State Agency, long a victim 
of ignorance in the Missouri Legislature, has 
been proposed by Girard C. Varnum, presi- 
dent of the County Chamber of Commerce. 
Mr. Varnum’s idea in brief is for Bi-State to 
work up a comprehensive plan for develop- 
ment of the district and then, perhaps with 
the aid of a citizens’ advisory committee, at- 
tempt to sell the plan to Missouri and Illinois 
legislators from this metropolitan district. 

If the law makers can be educated on Bi- 
State’s aims and be persuaded as to the rea- 
sonableness of what it proposes to do, so Mr. 
Varnum reasons, they might be more willing 
to give the agency the powers it would re- 
quire. The disheartening experience of four 
successive defeats for essential Bi-State legis- 
lation in the Missouri General Assembly sug- 
gests the need of a new approach to the law 
makers. Mr. Varnum's is sufficiently promis- 
ing to be worth a try.

mining whether an international 
system to detect nuclear tests is feasible. 

The world’s leading seismologists agree, 
Dr. Libby says, that the science of seismolo- 
gy “can be remade” by a study of nuclear ex- 
plosions. There can thus be told the velocity 
of shock waves through the earth, more about 
the nature of the earth’s outer crust, the 
physical and chemical properties of the 
earth’s mantle, and the composition of the 
earth’s outer and inner cores. 

Without derogating in any degree the im- 
portance of the AEC’s action in making this 
information public now, the implication is 
plain in Dr. Libby’s statement that secrecy 
has been holding back the science of 
seismology. 

Our seismologists have still in the future 
to learn, as a result of the nuclear tests, 
knowledge they could have been ferreting out 
for the past four years. 

Yet the AEC is still undecided whether to 
release parallel information on the forthcom- 
ing Hardtack series of tests in the Pacific. 
It vaguely refers to “security reasons” and 
to the more specific fear of a psychological 
reaction favorable to the Soviet bar on nu- 
clear explosions. 

Evidently the commission has not learned 
the lesson of its own mistakes in keeping valu- 
able scientific facts from our scientists. 
Though Dr. Libby speaks in inspiring terms 
of the advantages that will flow from release 
of the information the AEC has already de- 
cided to let go, the commission still thinks 
of withholding similar information in the fu- 
ture, to serve uncertain fears at the cost of 
almost certain progress. 

Is this statesmanlike? 

Is it scientific? 

Is it even sensible? 


Dining With a Tie 

Gov, G. Mennen Williams of Michigan has 
a taste in ties which we can but admire and 
applaud. He prefers bow ties when eating, a 
taste which dates back to an occasion when 
he inadvertently dipped most of a four-in- 
hand in a bowl of mushroom soup. His daugh- 
ter Nancy, 15, tells the story in her junior 
school newspaper. The Governor, sometimes 
known as “Soapy,” apparently is determined 
never to become known as “Soupy.”: 

We agree with Gov. Williams that the four- 
in-hand is a notoriously treacherous tie at the 
dinner table. It seems to attract stains, par- 
ticularly those that won’t come out, as the 
flame attracts the moth. Perhaps an even 
better comparison of metaphor can be found 
in the water hazard of golf. The diner, know- 
ing full well that he had better not drop any- 
thing on this tie, promptly does so. 

The bow tie, to the contrary, stays well up 
in the collar, out of harm’s way. Only a per- 
son who threw himself into his eating with 
extraordinary abandon could possibly get any 
food on a bow tie. Anything that spilled would 
do so on the shirt-front, where it need not 
matter so much—and, to our observation, 
relatively seldom happens. So we are in 
hearty accord with Gov. Williams’s taste in 
ties, and find it, in fact, without stain, spot or 
blemish. 


Frustrated British Voters 


The county council elections being held in 
England and Wales may have no more to do 
with national politics than municipal elections 
in the United States. Yet there as here, they 
are regarded as portents of things to come. If 
such they are, the future is bright for Labor 
and dim for the now ruling Conservatives. 

So far, complete returns are in from 38 of 
the 62 counties in which elections are being 
held over a period of two weeks. By the Con- 
servatives’ own admission, they suffered a 
net loss of 193 seats in the local voting while 
Labor had a net gain of 210. Labor now con- 
trols 11 counties where there were contests. 

Regardless of local issues, the returns do 
reflect in some measure the voters’ opinions 
on national issues. Prime Minister Macmillan 
has not been able to lift his party very far 
above the depth to which it sank after the 
Suez adventure. There seems to be the least 
respect for the Conservatives in the field in 
which they generally are regarded as most 
competent, that of foreign relations. 

The party has been under fire for not stop- 
ping nuclear tests, for not pressing harder for 
a meeting with the Russians, and for sanction- 
ing H-bomb-carrying American planes over 
Britain. 

Perhaps the voters have been moved less 
by cold reason than by a prevailing mood of 
frustration. And Labor has profited from this 
frame of mind. 


A Cheer for Congressman Moss 


If each member of Congress would con- 
tribute just one piece of work comparable to 
that now achieved by Representative John E. 
Moss the record of the Eighty-fifth Congress 
would stand out in history. The California 
Democrat has steered through to passage in 
the House, free of any crippling amendment, 
a one-sentence bill that prohibits Cabinet 
members and other executive officials from 
using the 1789 federal “housekeeping” law 
as the legal basis for withholding information 
from the public. The bill now goes to the 
Senate where Missouri's Hennings and several 
colleagues have been carrying on a legisla- 
tive campaign similar to that of Congressman 
Moss.

Unicameral Shows Signs of Life 
A One-House Legislature Should Give Missouri More for Its Money

The idea that Missouri ought to 
adopt a small, one-house Legislature, 
somewhat similar to the successful, 
20-year-old “experiment” in WNe- 
braska, is showing signs of revival. 


The unicameral plan, as most peo- 
ple have forgotten, once came sur- 
prisingly close to being adopted in 
Missouri, under strange . circum- 
stances. That was in the November 
election in 1944, and an innovation 
in state government could hardly 
have gone before

lot. An organization called the Cru- 
saders, led by a few St. Louis busi- 
ness men and with some membership 
scattered throughout the state, had 
drawn up a unicameral proposal and 
sponsored the initiative petitions that 
got the plan on the ballot. 


Then the Crusaders decided they 
had made an unwise move, and tried 
to get their plan off the ballot. This 
they were unable to do. So they 
withdrew all support from it. 


Virtually without exception, the 
newspapers of Missouri—even some 
that had shown some sympathy for 
the unicameral idea during the con- 
vention's session—urged their read- 
ers to vote against the proposal. 
They argued, 
that if the unicameral idea did carry 
in November, 1944, it would only be 
an amendment to the old Constitu- 
tion, which would become void if the 
voters ratified the new Constitution 
(as seemed probable) in 1945. Not 
one political leader espoused the 


Wire pulling at the least, perhaps

The real problem is what can be

one-house plan. With single accord, 
the politicians of both parties were 
against it. 

What could come from such a 
situation except a smashing defeat 
for this strange, unsponsored pro- 
posal for reducing the size and sim- 
plifying the structure of our General 
Assembly? 

Yet the morning papers the day 
after election announced that the 
unicameral plan had apparently 
carried. The early returns, mostly 
metropolitan, were heavily in its 
favor. Later tabulations from outstate 
turned the tide, and the abandoned 
orphan of legislative reform lost out. 


But 4742 per cent of Missouri vot- 
ers had cast ballots for it. For 
every 40 voters who followed the 
urgings of the newspapers, the pol- 
iticians and the constitutional con- 
vention leaders by voting against the 
one-house plan, 36 voters—strictly on 
their own—voted in favor of it! 


Not one outstate county returned 
a favorable majority, but the sup- 
port given the proposal in rural Mis- 
souri was, under the circumstances, 
beyond all expectation. Not much 
has since been said about this elec- 
tion, but surely it was one of the 
most surprising near-upsets in Mis- 
souri history. 


Now there are murmurings again 
in Missouri. 

The bulky bicameral Assembly has 
functioned no better under the new 
Constitution than it did under the 
old. The lobbyists continue to have 
their way in Jefferson City. Good 
laws, like the highway-speed statute 
and the revised driver’s-license re- 
quirements, take years to get through 
the Legislature. Questionable laws 
desired by powerful lobbies show 
amazing zip. 

Outstate Missouri, having just 
been sandbagged in its ambitions for 
new schools and for municipal im- 
provements by the notorious “pre- 
vailing wage law,” has learned once 
more that its disproportionate advan- 
tage in representation is not pro- 
tective, but valueless.

Rate Change Aljds. 
Strunk and Kendall noted 
that “the downward pressure 
on mortgage interest rates” 
was apparently having a stim- 
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ulating effect on government 
type financing. 

“The increase in applications 
for FHA insurance,” they said, 
“indicates that that agency's 
5\4 per cent rate already is 
attracting a growing number 
of investors. Since long term 
interest rates may be expected 
to decline further, we can rea- 
sonably expect a tremendous 
rush into FHA financing as 
soon as the 5% per cent rate 
is at or above the market. 

“Although somewhat more 
remote, we also may see a simi- 
lar rush in VA activity before 
the end of 1958.” 

In an analysis of home fi- 
nancing during recession pe- 
riods, the two League officials 
observed that the one outstand- 
ing housing development in 
both the 1949 and 1954 reces- 
sions was “the strong increase 
in government-backed mort- 
gages” at the expense of pri- 
vate conventional loans. 

New Plan Studied. 

“This time, however,’ they 
gaid, “the private sector of the 
mortgage market may be able 


to participate in stimulating 
house building more than it has 
in the past. For Congress has 
before it a proposed bill that 
would permit this by creating 
a Corporation to guarantee the 
top 20 per cent of conventional 
loans.” 

They described the plan, de- 
veloped by the League and 
known as the Home Loan 
Guarantee Program, as follows: 

“The funds to establish the 
Corporation are to come from 
the capital of the Federal 
Home Loan Bank System. It 
would provide the insurance 
for high-percentage, long-term 
lending without the use of pub- 
lic money or credit, and with- 
out placing artificial restric- 
tions on interest rates or re- 
quiring lengthy administrative 
detail.” 

The net effect of the pro- 
gram would be to encourage 
private lenders to make bigger 
loans—up to a maximum of 
90 per cent of appraised value 
— and thereby enable home 
buyers to acquire homes with 
smaller down payments.

Industrial 


ATLANTA — While con- 
struction as a whole will have 
a relatively good year in 1958 
in spite of the recession, short- 
run prospects for new indus- 
trial expansion are not so good, 
according to George Cline 
Smith, vice president and econ- 
omist of F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion. 

Addressing the annual meet- 
ing of the American Industrial 
Development Council here, Dr. 
Smith said that according to 
the Dodge statistics, construc- 


tion contracts for factory build- 
ings so far this year have been 
at just 50 per cent of last 
year’s levels. 


“This is by far the sharpest 
decline reported for any ma- 
jor construction category,” Dr. 
Smith said. “Contracts as a 
whole are down 10 per cent 
from last , but about half 
this drop ts accounted for by 
manufacturing alone. Several 
types of construction, including 
highways and electric utilities, 
— running ahead of 


Nothing Alarming. 


“There is nothing particu- 
larly alarming about the fac- 
tory situation,” Dr. Smith said, 
because the history of indus- 
trial building is one of brief 
periods of high activity alter- 
nating with brief periods of 
doldrums. These fits-and-starts 
show up at two or three year 
intervals through all the con- 
struction contract figures for 
factory buildings since we first 
began publishing them in 1919. 

“The decline in contracts for 
factory buildings persisted 
through most of last year, first 
showing, up in February,”: Dr. 
Smith said. “Falling off in 
these advance commitments to 
build new plants undoubtedly 
contributed its share to the 
development of the recession. 


“Addition of new productive 
capacity probably has gone a 
little too far and too fast in 
the past couple of years. One 
problem is that a vast amount 
of industrial capacity which 
was planned years ago {s just 
now coming into use, and 1958 
will be one of the biggest years 
in history for the completion 
of new capacity. Since we have 
a situation where a great quan- 
tity of new plant is coming 
into production in a recession 
year, it is hardly a wonder 
that current commitments for 
new factory buildings, as evi- 
dencéd by the construction con- 
tracts, are at ebb. 

Factors Unknown. 

“An upturn in new factory 
building within a relatively 
short period is practically cer- 
tain. This is insured by the 
continuing growth of the na- 
tion and of its needs, and by 
the steady erosion of existing 
capacity caused by time and 
obsolescence brought on by in- 
novation. 


“The timing of the upturn 
depends somewhat on what 
happens to the recession, and 
this in turn depends on some 
unknown factors, such as Gov- 
ernment actions now being de- 
bated, including a possible tax 
cut on corporations as well as 
on individuals. 


“I do not know of any re- 
spectable body of opinion 
which holds that the current 
recession is going to be very 
long or very much more severe 
than it has already been. The 
upturn is probably not many 
months away. When it comes, 
a pickup in industrial develop- 
ment will probably be leading 
the way, as it has on similar 
occasions in the past.” 

Dr. Smith said that the out- 
look for construction in gen- 
eral this year is reasonably 
good. One important factor, he 
said, is the emphasis that Gov- 
ernment anti-recession  pro- 
grams put on housing, high- 
ways and other public works. 
“Practically all of these pro- 
grams,” he said, “emphasize 
construction directly or indi- 
rectly. Construction will be 
their prime mover—and their 
first beneficiary. The outlook 
for building in 1958 can best 
be characterized as ‘Not boom- 
ing, but big.’”’ 


New Housing Act 
May Mean 20,000 
Appliance Jobs 


The new housing act that 
President Eisenhower signed 
will mean an additional 20,000 
jobs and an extra $100,000,000 
payroll to the gas appliance in- 
dustry, the Gas Appliance 
Manufacturers Association esti- 
mates. 


Harold Massey, G.A.M.A. 
managing director, said gas ap- 
pliance manufacturers regard 
the easing of home-buying fi- 
nance and the elimination of 
down payments for veterans in 
the home-buying market “not 
only as an effective anti-reces- 
sion measure but also as offi- 
cial recognition of the continu- 
ing demand for new housing.” 

The gas industry is a reliable 

barometer of housing progress, 
Massey said. The fact that 
first-quarter sales of gas kitch- 
en, laundry and heating equip- 
ment exceeded last year's fig- 
ures proves that housing de- 
mand has held firm, he said. 
Massey added that the latest 
government moves to spur both 
private and public home starts 
may bring this year’s new- 
dwellings total to more than 
1,200,000. 
“This, plus a _ bigger-than- 
ever home modernization mar- 
ket, figures to make 1958 one 
of the gas industry's busiest 
years, jus our tion 
that the addition at least

ture of $100,000,000 more for 
wages will be 
tributions to revival,” 
the G.A.M.A. official said.

Hints,” the 20-page, cartoon- 
illustrated publication was be- 
ing widely distributed by many 
Realtors and real estate boards 
throughout the nation during 
Realtor Week, which ends to- 
morrow. Realtors are members 
of local boards and of 
N.A.R.E.B. and thus pledged to 
an established code of ethics. 
The most satisfactory and 
efficient way to find the “house 
of your dreams” is to walk into 
the office of a Realtor and tell 
him what you have in mind— 
not drive haphazardly up and 
down streets seeking out “for 
sale” signs, the booklet advises. 


Don’t Hesitate. 


Like most merchants, the 
Realtor has a complete line of 
products for sale— Houses of 
all sizes, kjnds, and prices. 
These are called “listings.” He 
will be glad to discuss these 
with you and then to show you 
the ones which seem to suit 
your needs and desires best, 
the pamphlet advises. 

“Don't hesitate to walk into 
a real estate office,” the pub- 
lication continues. “‘There’s no 
mystery surrounding it. The 
broker is simply a merchant 
eager to serve you. His com- 
mission is paid by the seller 
or owner of the house, so you 
need not worry that his coun- 


sel and aid will cost you a 
fee.” 
While consultation with a 


Realtor is the first and biggest 
step to the easy termination of 
a house hunt, in the opinion of 
N.A.R.E.B* the booklet has 
some succinct suggestions on 
other steps that couples can 
take to save themselves un- 
necessary effort and stress. 

For example, counsels the 
booklet, “don’t. bristle with in- 
dignation when your real es- 
tate broker tactfully asks, ‘How 
much can you pay?’” The 
broker isn’t trying to pry into 
your persona] affairs, but he 
must know certain facts to pro- 
vide you with the house best 
suited to your need.

Developers of Hill Country Need 
Leeway, Engineer Says 


The developers of steep hill- 
side homesites and of large lot 
subdivisions on rugged ter- 
rain are rendering a service to 
their communities and deserve 
special consideration from 
planning commissions, declares 
Civil Engineer George C. Bes- 
tor of Carmel, Calif., writing 
in the current issue of Urban 
Land. Urban Land is a month- 
ly publication of the Urban 
Land Institute of Washington, 
D.C., an independent research 
organization specializing in ur- 
ban planning and development. 

Inflexible imposition on hill- 
side developments of sub- 
division regulations designed 
for close-in-flat land often 
makes development so expens- 
ive that the steep land is all 
too frequently by-passed. The 
developers of these special 
tracts, usually in areas of low 
density, need leeway in the 
matter of lot sizes, lot shapes, 
frontages, rights-of-way, street 
widths, easements, and set- 
backs. Bestor feels that in 
such developments “the most 
informal development consist- 
ent with good access and 
proper drainage should be al- 
lowed.” 

Variations prohibited in gen- 
eral subdivision ordinances 
such as “panhandle” lots or 
sites reached by easements are 
necessary in these special sub- 
divisions. Driveway easements 
used by two or three owners 
can be worked out by the de- 
veloper, approved by the gov- 
erning body, and made a re- 
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corded obligation on all future 
owners. If arrangements are 
thought out in advance, there 
need be no worry on the part 
of public officials that ease- 
ment may become a mainte- 
nance obligation, Bestor says. 

Where buildable land is 
limited, the width of street 
rights-of-ways beeomes import- 
ant. Developers of this type 
of ground should not be re- 
quired to give any more land 
to the municipality than it has 
real use for. The California 
land surveyor illustrates his 
point by pointing to a Cali- 
fornia hillside tract which 


could be sub-divided by the 
use of 20-foot wide streets with 
U-gutters which could wind 
among lovely oak trees and 
spots.

“We should be justly proud 
of our achievements and I do 
not feel that the ovér-all status 
of the Russian missile develop- 
ments is a bit better than our 
own at the present time,” Hol- 
aday said.

“The long- and medium- 
range ballistic missiles do not 
appear to be the ultimate of- 
fensive weapons in spite of all 
their formidable aspects. Their 
principal limitations lies in a 
lack of versatility, and a de- 
fense against them seems feas- 
ible.”

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GIFT DISPOSED OF 
BY WHITE HOUSE 

WASHINGTON, April 18 
(AP)—The White House said 
today a crate of reportedly 
radioactive vegetables shipped 
to President Eisenhower “has 
been disposed of.”

Society officers in Berkeley 
Said similar crates were sent 
to Russia’s Premier Khrush- 
chev and British Prime Min- 
ister Macmillan in protest 
against nuclear weapons tests 
and the arms race. 

The shipments were accom- 
panied by a letter saying the 
vegetables were purchased in 
a California grocery store and 
added:

A NOTE OF APOLOGY and defiance seems to be 
unavoidable in the annual Emmy telecasts. In fact the,at- 
mosphere isn’t much different from that that prevailed 
in our barn when we children used to invite the big folks 
in for our annual en- 
tertainment. “We know 
we're little and that 
we're amateurs and it 
isn’t very good but, gee 
whiz—we're doing our 
best”—that’s the spirit 
of the thing. 

The Emmies follow 
the Oscars, which are 
definitely big brother in 
this league, especially 
this year when there 
were almost too many 
good pictures to choose 
from. You can hardly say 
there was a superfluity 
of goodies in TV's year. 
When awards go to Jack 
Benny, Edward R. Mur- 
row, Dinah Shore, “Play- 
house 90” and Phil Sil- 
vers, clearly nothing very 
surprising has happened 
all year. It’s not that there’s a single award there you can 
disagree with but all those people and shows were around 
last year and a good many other years and most of them 
won awards last year.

I mean, giving an award to Ed Murrow is 
getting to be pretty much like standing up for the 
national anthem. It’s not so much a recognition 
of merit as simple good manners and that isn’t the 
idea of the award racket. 


Last year, for example, when “Requiem for a Heavy- 
weight” won best single program award, it was a decidely 
off-beat, courageous and strikingly original drama in « 
brand new series, “Playhouse 90.” This year’s prizewinner, 
“The Comedian,” on the other hand, followed a pattern 
that had been thoroughly explored five or six times in 
other TV dramas. “The Comedian” was a good script but 
there were better ones, I think. Notably Playhouse 90s 
“The Miracle Worker,” Seven Lively Arts’ “The World of 
Nick Adams,” Studio One’s “The Deaf Heart,” Du Pont’s 
“Bridge of San Luis Rey” and Hallmark's “The Green 
Pastures.” 


OF COURSE, that’s all a matter of opinion except 
that “The Comedian” seems to be the easy, non-contro- 
versial selection and that was the general pattern. You can 
always give awards to Ed Murrow, Dinah Shore and Jack 
Benny but after 10 or 12 years this can get real dull. 


Being a chauvinist at heart, I was absolutely delighted 
to see the East score heavily.in its half of the telecasts. 
The West, ensconced in the Coconut Grove, was infinitely 
more glamorous than the East where they were squeezed 
into NBC’s Studio 8H and had to bring their own liquor. 
But, by golly and by George, our comedians are funnier 
than their comedians—so there! I thought Phil Silvers’ 
entrance, playing a parody version of the colonel in “Bridge 
on the River Kwai” with his tatterdemalion crew stretched 
out behind him, was hilarious. And Milton Berle is still 
a very funny man, particularly at his own expense, even 
if—as it was repeatedly pointed out by everyone who fol- 
lowed him—he did run way over his allotted time. 

As an old-time student of “thank you” oratory, I 
thought the award acceptances were a little edged and 
sardonic and deprecatory. Robert Saudek accepting a public 
service award for “Omnibus,” for example, declaring: “It’s 
very rewarding to do a public service for private profit.” 
Or CBS director of news John Day accepting Murrow’s 
award with the entreaty to give the award next year to 
somebody else. 


No doubt about it, the girls make much more 
breathless and tearful award recipients than boys 
—Polly Bergen matching Joanne Woodward puff 
for puff in that regard. Of course, the girls have 
an advantage in that they’re there. The boys, Alec 
Guinness at the Academy awards and Peter

Last year the top award category was best male and 
female personality. This year some lawyers have crept 
into the apparatus and started muddying up the prose. 
The category now is known as “best continuing performance 
(male, female) in a series by a comedian, singer, host, 
dancer, emcee, announcer, narrator, panelist, or any per- 
son who essentially plays himself,” and they were won 
respectively by Dinah Shore and Jack Benny, both popular 
recipients. 


THERE WERE some notable absences. Jack Paar, 
whose show is without question the biggest surprise suc- 
cess of the year and virtually the only new show of any 
distinction at all, was nominated for three awards and 
won none. TV's great live dramatic directors who have 
been burning up the Broadway stage and doing wonderfully 
imaginative things on television were totally ignored in 
favor of Bob Banner, who directs the Dinah Shore show, 
and Robert Stevens, who directs “Alfred Hitchcock Pre- 
sents,” a filmed series which is frequently embarrassingly 
bad.

“PATHS OF GLORY,” at LOEW’S STATE is the film 

: realization of the Humphrey Cobb novel of 1935, a part of 
the anti-war, anti-militarism movement of the disillusioned 

’30s which had such a powerful effect it left us to a great 

extent in poor shape for World War Il. 
Now as a film, quite brilliantly directed 
by the new young phenomenon, Stanley 
Kubrick (who wrote the screen adapta- 
tion with Calder Willingham and Jim 
Thompson) it is quite as powerful, al- 
though perhaps not quite as convincing 
to some of us who have been disillusioned 


with disi'lusion. 

It is, for those not familiar with the novel, a tale 
about three French soldiers in World War I picked indis- 
criminately to be executed for mutiny as goats because a 
hopeless attack directed by an ambitious, stupid and ego- 
maniac general against an impenetrable German position 
failed miserably with great slaughter. Cobb based it on 
the factual cases of suits in which the executed soldiers 
were exonerated after the war. 

In his black arid white photography and composition, 
Kubrick, a former Look photographer, displays great imagi- 
nation and ingenuity. A number of striking effects are 
gotten by shooting against the light. His dolly shot, going 
down the trench as a seemingly endless line of troops 
crouch for the desperate attack, is memorable. So is his 
attack, as the crawling, squirming waves of men are beaten 
into quivering annihilation by the storm of shell and 
machine-gun fire. 

He obtains powerful effects, too, because he hasn't 
diluted his treatise with any excuses for the other side. 
His story, as was the book, is angry, searing, uncompro- 
mising. His villains are blackest black. General Mireau, 
as effectively played by George Macready, is the foulest 
fiend who ever wore a uniform, a man who gloatingly 
sends his own troops to their deaths td get himself a pro- 
motion, who in a rage orders his artillery to fire on them 
when they waver and refuse to advance. His superior, Gen- 
eral Broulard, played by Adolph Menjou, *s a sly, cynical 
fellow who is quick to turn on Mireau when the attack 
fails. A sniveling lieutenant (Wayne Morris) picks the man 
to be executed from his own company because the soldier 

* is a witness to his own cowardice. 

His hero, Colonel Dax, is a strong man seething at 
injustice. He is played with overpowering, bitter turbu- 
lence by Kirk Douglas. As in the book, the pitiful victims 
are railroaded through in a drum-head courtmartial. 

The raw violence and vitriol of the diatribe is dis- 
turbing, but I think its weakness is the way in which 
Kubrick has stacked its dramatic detk. For instance, in 
the book there was a good reason for the attack. Foche 
had ordered it to remove an obstacle which would bog 
down the whole drive. But in the picture, it is blithely 
explained by General Broulard merely as a demonstration 
to please the press and politicians who had been on the 
necks of the army. If that were wanted, why would the 
generals have picked such a tough target, with the attack 
almost sure to end in defeat? They rather would have 
taken an easy unimportant objective and blown it up as a 
victory. General Mireau is made to slap a soldier suffering 
from combat exhaustion and denounce him as a coward; 
that obviously is an attempt to link the type with General 
George Patton, make this expose of the military masters 
applicable to all armies. 

Mr. Kubrick has tacked on an ending of his own, 
with a bunch of soldiers finally awed into silence and com- 
passion by the pitifulness of a German girl whom they had 
jeered and mistreated, an attempt to show the underlying 
brotherhood of man. It falls flat and spurious.

WITH THE PUBLICATION 
of James Michener’s novel, 
“Sayonara,” (“Farewell”) and 
the recent release of the movie 
by the same title, there has 
come to the attention of many 
Americans a Japanese opera 
with an all-girl cast. 

The movie, which stars Mar- 
lon Brando, has as its heroine. 
Miiko Tako, whose role is that 
of Hana ogi, number one ac- 
tress in the -opera. 

The actual Japanese opera 
and its number one actress are 
surely as colorful, though per- 
haps in different ways, as they 
now seem to millions of Amer- 
icans from the book and 
movie. 

These are some of the facts: 

When the evening is begin- 
ning in St. Louis, Yachiyo Ka- 
sugano, in Tokyo, Japan’s most 
idolized actress and number 
one star of the Takarazuka 
Opera, is getting her last 40 
winks of much-needed sleep. 

Each month each of the 
four troupes of the Takazaruka 
plays in a different theater and 
each month each troupe offers 
a different program. In this 
respect, Takarazuka functions 
year - around like American 
summer stock in season. A 
“slow study” would get lost in 
this shuffle. 

But Kasugano learns quickly 
and has never had to be 
prompted in any of the 500 
roles she has created. In the 
early days of her career she 
took as many as five parts an 
evening. For the last several, 
successful years, however, she 
has assumed the single, stellar 
role in each production. 

Her continued, enormous 
popularity has produced a phe- 
nomenon in the Japanese the- 
ater. While it is customary 
for first-rate American and Eu- 
ropean stars to be applauded 
upon their initial entrance on 
the Western stage, the Japa- 
nese Kasugano gets the glad- 
hand not only upon her initial 
cue, but also for every time 
she makes a subsequent ap- 
pearance. 

She strides onstage because 
her specialty is male roles. 

The Takarazuka Opera was 
founded in 1914 in opposition 
to the traditional kabuki. Since 
the kabuki does not permit 
women on its stage and its fe- 
male roles are assumed by 
men, the Takarazuka is just 
the opposite—-it has no men 
and the male parts are enact- 
ed by women. 

It follows that the assump- 
tion of male roles by a woman 
requires consummate skill, is 
the most admired, and the 
highest paid. Yachiyo Kasu- 
gano commands a salary eight 
times that of a salesgirl, four 
times as much as a chorus girl. 
Still, she makes less than $100 
a month. 

She has retained her popu- 
larity for more than half of 
the Opera's half-century exist- 
ence — a feat of professional 
longevity unprecedented on the 
modern stage of her country. 


OFF THE RECORD 


Unlike the “Sayonara” hero- 
ine, hers was a fespectable 
background. She was the only 
child of a man of more than 
moderate means, whose export- 
ing business required that they 
constantly travel. Oftentimes 
little Yoshiko Ishii ther real 
name) accompanied her 
widowed father and in one of 
the cities they visited, she at- 
tended the Takarazuka Opera. 
She became immediately stage- 
struck. 

Japanese actresses at that 
time were held in the same 
lack of social esteem as were 
American entertainers of three 
or four ‘generations ago. But 
Yoshiko used her female 
wiles: “I was in the poor health 
and | achieved to convince my 
worthy parent that dancing in 
Takarazuka would make me 
better.” Her father gave his 
permission for her to audition. 

Takarazuka tryouts have al- 
ways been ordeals because 
their standards are exacting. 
Yoshiko was wistful, slightly 
pudgy, and showed little of the 
promise of the spectacular ca- 
reer she has had. But she 
passed. She was then 12. 


During her first year in the 
Takarazuka she was trained, as 
are all other entrants, in mu- 
sic, drama and dancing, both 
Occidental and Japanese. This 
was followed by three years 
of individual instruction § in 
her particular talent. Also, she 
Was given the equivalent of a 
high school education. 

It was about that time that 
she assumed her stage name, 
Yachiyo Kasugano. “Yachiyo” 
was plucked from the Japa- 


nese national anthem: “Kim- 
gayo wa chiyo ni _ yachiyo 
ni...” (“This nation will con- 


tinue for thousands and thou- 
sands of years .. .”) “Kasu-

Now, Yachiyo Kasugano 
heads the Takarazuka’s Show 
Group, looking ajiter its 60 
members like a mother hen 
cluecking over her brood. She 
is respected and beloved by 
them. She is also on the board 
of directors. of the opera and, 
as a member of that body, 
helps judge the present crop 
of youthful aspirants. 

Ichizo Kobayashi, who estab- 


lished the Takarazuka, takes 
Kasugano more seriously than 
she does herself. Kasugano 


made her debut under him in 
“Hara No Odori” (“Spring 
Dance”) and since that time 
much of Takarazuka’'s best his- 
tory has been written. Because 
of her eminence, Kasugano 
has the best tailoring, the best 
lighting, and is provided with 
the most opportunities to come 
to a dramatic end. 

The United States had occa- 
sion to view Kasugano first- 
hand when she appeared with 
the opera at the Golden Gate 


International Exposition in San | 
Francisco and at the New York | 


World’s Fair in 1939. 

With the American occupa- 
tion of Japan, the opera turned 
more and more to the Ameri- 
can revue type of entertain- 
ment for its predominantly 
Japanese audiences.

An Enlarged Heart

DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: 
What are the signs of an en- 
larged heart? Is that one of 
the more dangerous types of 
heart disease? Is there any 
treatment for this condition? 
Mrs. G.N.K. 

Answer: Many people suffer 
from enlargement of the heart 
and think that they have a spe- 
cific disease called “enlarge- 
ment of the heart.” This is not 
true. Enlargement of the heart 
is an “effect” not a “cause.” It 
is secondary to some kind of 
heart disease. 

For example, here is Mrs. 
Jones who comes in for exami- 
nation and treatment because 
she has been short of breath, 
has some swelling of the ankles 
and gets tired very easily. She 
can't walk up a steep grade 
without having to stop and 
catch her breath. She says: “I 
don't know what's come over 
me lately. I'm exhausted when 
mid-afternoon comes around. 
Up until last year I could keep 
going until midnight and not 
feel tired.” 


The doctor examines Mrs. 


Jones and discovers that her 
heart is definitely enlarged.

He determines this by exam- 
ining her under the fluoro- 
scope and taking an X-ray of 
her heart. One reason the 
doctor taps the patient's 
chest is to outline the bor- 
ders of the heart to meas- 
ure its outline and size. 


Having discovered that Mrs. 
Jones has an enlarged heart is 
not sufficient for good man- 
agement of her condition. The 
doctor now must determine 
what has caused the enlarge- 
ment. You have probably heard 
that the enlarged heart is the 
sick heart. What is making 
Mrs. Jones’ heart sick? That is 


now the doctor’s job to find 
out. 
Is it due to congenital heart 


disease? High blood pressure? 
Arteriosclerosis? Rheumatic 
heart disease? 


You can see why it is es- 
sential to find the cause of 
enlargement. If you. don’t, it 
is as senseless and as ineffec- 
tive as shooting an arrow at 
a target in the dark. 


For instance, we wouldn't 
get very far treating the en- 
largement. due to rheumatic 
heart disease by putting the 
patient on a low cholesterol 
diet. Nor would we help the 
patient with coronary disease 
by filling him full of penicillin 
or Other antibiotics (that are 
effective in rheumatic heart 
disease). I hope you under- 
stand what I have been trying 
to tell you. Enlargement of the 
heart is secondary to heart dis- 
ease. Of course, we try to bring 
the heart back to its normal 
size ‘or at least make it small- 
er); but we can accomplish this 
only when we treat the original 
heart malady. 

It is true that we tell you to 
rest and not to overexert, what- 
ever the cause of the heart en- 
largement. However, it is im- 
portant that we also give you 
specific treatment. We advise 
the high blood-pressure patient 
to take specific medicines for 
his pressure. We tell the coro- 
nary patient to lose weight and 
to forego the high-cholesterol 
foods. We may say to the con- 
genital patient that the 
only way to overcome his en-

BOSTON, April 18 


NO ONE who has enjoyed 
pleasant hours in New York's 
Museum of Modern Art heard 
the news of the fire there on 
Tuesday without a sinking of 
the heart. 


Many, many people who had 
seen the wonderful Seurat ex- 
hibition and knew the regular 
exhibits well immediately 
wonder what would happen to 
irreplaceable works of art. In- 
surance can make certain that 
slightly damaged paintings will 
be replaced, but it cannot re- 
turn to us a completely de- 
stroyed picture. 


It did not occur to many 
of us at first that there also 
might be a loss of life, but 
one man died and many fire- 
men were injured in what 
seems to have been an heroic 
struggl¢, for which the mu- 
Seum authorities praised 
both the firemen and its own 
dedicated staff. 


It is fortunate that onlv two 
Monet paintings were badly 
damaged. Nearly all of the 
Seurat paintings, except the 
big one under glass, were re- 
moved.
